Question of Conspiracy. 

In determining whether a con- 
spiracy existed, the Judge said the 
jury could properly consider the 
occupation and official position of 
those charged and should consider 
all incidents such as those at the 
Jack Daniel warehouse, including 
whether whisky was removed. 

“Obviously, if there was a con- 
spiracy, it might be impossible to 
discover all of the members of it,’’ 
he said. ‘The fact that all such 
members may not be on _  tria) 
should not affect your verdict as 
to those who are on trial.’’ 

The Judge declared that testi- 
mony of confessed accomplices 
was admissable and that it was 
possible for the jury to convict 
upon the uncorroborated testimo- 
ny of such an accomplice. Nor, 
the Judge said, obviously referring 
to George Remus, were the jurors 
to accept past conviction as indi- 
cating an inability to tell the 
truth. 

Conspiracy Proven, Court Says. 

Touching the character testi- 
mony given for several defend- 
ants, he said: ‘‘The mere circum- 
stance that one has borne a good 
reputation up to the time of the 
commission of a crime, should not 
have any influence upon your mind 
in weighing the testimony against 
them.,”’ 

It was at this point that the 
Judge declared that, in his opin- 
ion, the Government had proven 
that a conspiracy existed and that 
it had been found also that many, 
if not all, of the defendants were 
parties to that conspiracy. . 

“However, you need not accept 

this opinion as your own,’ the 
Court added. “It is your duty to 
weigh the evidence and determine 
the truth or innocence of the dt- 
fendants.”’ 

All defense attorneys noted ex- 
ceptions to tuis portion of the in- 
structions. 

After predicting that its testi- 
mony would occupy several days, 
the defense presented its case yes- 
terday in little more than half a 
day. The astonishing brevity of | 
defense evidence was due to two 
circumstances: 

First, Federal Judge Baltzell's 
ruling restricting the scope and 
length of character testimony.

THE MIRACLE” STAGE 
NEAR COMPLETION 


New Coliseum to Be Converted 
Into Medieval Cathedral by 
‘Monday Night. 


The huge auditorium of the New 
scene of boxing bouts, 
circuses, commercial exhibitions 
and such prosaic things, is rapidly 


taking on the aspect or a medieval 
cathedra] under the hammers of a 
squad of 50 workmen. 

They began their work of dis- 
guising the barn-like auditorium 
eight days ago and the,“cathedral’’ 
will be completed Morday night in 
ample time for a dress rehearsal] 
of “The Miracle’’ Wednesday eve- 
ning. When the audience enters 
on the opening night, Christmas 
eve, they will have the impression 
of entering a Gothic cathedral. 


Design of the “Cathedral.” 


The stage—it 
for want of a better name—occu- 
pies more than a third of the audi- 
torium, and cuts off a third of the 
ordinary seating capacity. Under 
the direction of W. H. Oviatt, gen- 
eral manager for Morris Gest, who 
.built such “cathedrals” in New 
York, Cleveland, Cincinnati and 
Boston, the designs of Norman 
Bel-Geddes are being executed. 

Huge pillars of wood veneered 
with a patented composition which 
at a dozen feet gives the impres- 
sion of weathered stone, are be- 
ing reared with block and tackle. 
The stage is 60 feet high, 83 feet 
broad and 76 feet in depth. 

Oviatt explained that 90,000 feet 
of wire were used in preparing the 
electrig¢al system. Nine huge can- 
delabra have been suspended from 
the steel roof girders now dis- 
guised with black cloth, to give 
the dimly-lighted “cathedral” ef- 
fect. Pew-ends will grace the 
ends of the rows of opera chairs 
to heighten the illusion. 

Scenery Being Rebuilt. 

In the recesses of the Coliseum, 
artisans are reviving the “props” 
with paint and making new  cos- 
tumes. Three thousand tostumes'! 
will be used in the pantomime, 
| Oviatt said, and 21 baggage cars 
; were used to transport the effects 
from Boston here. A large part of 
‘the scenery is being rebuilt here 
because that which was used be- 
does not fit.

Billy Knehans’ 75th Birthday 
Is Occasion—In Business 
Here Sixty Years. 


Today is Billy Knehans’ birthday. 

The daily 11 o'clock session of 
the St. Louis Egg, Butter and Poul- 
try Exchange was hurrier so that 
at 11:15 a procession might start 
out from the H. W. Knehans Com- 
mission Co., 921 North Broadway, 
of which Billy Knehans is proprie- 
tor. The procession was headed 
by Billy Knehans himself and was 
composed of members of the St 
Louis Buter, Egg and Poultry Ex- 
change. It picked its way through 
squawking fowls, rumbling trucks 
and a piled-up wilderness of Christ- 
mas trees and packing cases to the 
office of the ‘change at 812 North 
Third street. 

Billy Knehans admitted to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he is 
75 years old. He acknowledged 
that he still bosses gangs of Ne- 
groes on the levee every spring 
when he unloads his annual 3,600,- 
000 apples. He has worked contin- 
uously for 60 years on Third street, 
except for a short time four years 
ago when he sold his whole busi- 
ness for $250 and retired. 

“I stayed away nearly two 
weeks,” he explained. “At Yhe end 
of that time I was so low that I 
just had to come back. I've been 
first-rate ever since. 

Parade and Luncheon. 

Robert L. Schweitzer was grand 
marshal of the procession and 
toastmaster of the luncheon at the 
exchange that followed.

Knehans recalled the St. Louis of 
the ’70s, that extended from Frank- 
lin avenue to the vicinity of Chot- 
teau, when the West End petered 
out at Jefferson, and when the 
Great White Way was Green street, 
now Lucas avenue. 

“Life waa healthier then, and 
saner,” he said. “Everyone had to 
|walk because there were no pub- 
lic conveyances. Nobody caught 
cold because there were no steam- 
heated offices. Nowadays every- 
body is soft, except we fellows 
down here on the street. 

Eggs Were $1 a Dozen. 

“There were only two English 
language papers here in those days 
—the Missouri Republican, after- 
wards the Republic, and _ the 
Globe. Most people read the 
Westliche Post or the Anzeiger— 
both of them in German. There 
was not a bridge across the Mis- 
sissippi. 

“My first day's work was pack- 
ing eggs in old empty whisky bar- 
rels. We used to use coal oil as 
a preservative, for that was be- 
fdfe the invention of cold storage, 
and the use of water glass. Eggs 
brought a dollar a dozen in win- 
ter and 5 cents a dozen in sum- 
mer.’”’

‘Younger Ministers’ Tell Church 
Commission Doctrinal Stafe- 
ment Is Confusing.

fegsion of Faith has been request- 


ed by nearly 100 “younger minis- 
ters" of the Presbyterian church, 
in the United States of America 
(Northern).

Progress in Other Cities. 

The visitcr related that citizens’ 
committees, co-operating with the 
authorities, in a campaign over a 
period of vears, had achieved ex- 
cellent results in Cincinnati. The 
same, hé said, was true of Pitts- 
burg, where downtown Pittsburg 
has virtually been freed from the 
evil. In Chicago, the campaign 
Was interrupted by the war. pbut 
has been renewed.
